Paul Grimes, m anager of the North Marin W ater District which 
serves the distraught area, today said that the water shortage is 
due to leaks in private lines and not to any defects in the district 
mains or pumping facilities.

Odor Blamed 


On 'Vegetation' 


The “sudden appearance of dis­ 
coloration and sewage-like ordors 
in some of our bay w’aters” in re­ 
cent day s is due to “decomposing 
marine 
vegetation 
rather 
than 
sewage pollution.” 
This was the word today from 
Dr. Clarice Hay lett, Marin county 
health officer. 
She said this conclusion 
was 
reached after a sanitary survey , 
confirmed by laboratory tests. The 
survey and tests followed “many 
complaints from residents on the 
bay side of the county , inquiring 
about the source of some disagree­ 
able ordors . , . The question of 
pollution was reportedly raised.” 
A statem ent from the health de­ 
partm ent added: 
Conversations with long time 
residents of the affected areas 
reveal that some odor of this 
ty pe is an annual occurrence, but 
th at this is the worst in several 
y ears. This is attributed to the 
recent heat as well as to tide and 
wind conditions. They say tHat 
algae growth takes place on the 
vast expanse of flat lands which 
are exposed during the periods 
of low tide. 
The hot sun, the 
dampness, and the rich organic 
m atter in the bottom marshes 
permit rapid growth. The higher 
tides then dislodge this m aterial 
from the flats and wash it up 
onto the beaches where it dies 
and causes an unpleasant odor. 
Unfortunately , this being a na t­ 
ural phenomenon simply aggrav­ 
ated by the recent heat, there is 
probably little of a practical na­ 
ture which can be undertaken 
to control it. 
“It may be offensive,” say s Dr. 
Hay lett, “but it isn’t dangerous. 
Time and tide will have to effect 
this abatement.”

Rumbles Of Opposition 
To Cease-Fire Signing 


PANMUNJOM UP) — New rum­ 
blings of opposition came from 
South Korea today as Allied and 
Communist staff and liaison offi­ 
cers put finishing touches *on a 
Korean armistice. 
All signs pointed to a cease­ 
fire soon — possibly within the 
week—but there was no indication 
Just when the historic signing 
would come. 
One group of staff officers and 
the liaison officers recessed with­ 
out scheduling further meetings. 
A second team of staff officers 
reportedly revising the truce line 
across Korea worked on into the 
night. 
CHANGE OF ATTITUDE? 
But meanwhile, South Korea’s 
Foreign Minister Pyun Yung Tai 
told 
newsmen 
his 
government 
might “change its attitude” toward 
obstructing a truce unless it gets 
prompt assurances from Washing­ 
ton that Korea will be unified. 
He said South Korea also wants 
guarantees from the United States 
on how to stop possible new Red 
aggression. 
At the truce site, things con­ 
tinued to move at a feverish pace, 
two days after the Communist 


under floodlights put up for them 
by American soldiers. 
Allied newsmen dubbed the one- 
story, T-shaped structure—largest 
in Panmunjom—“Armistice Hall.” 
On Sunday the Reds announced 
their decision to go ahead with a 
truce.

Rhee himself has made no pub­ 
lic ‘ comment on the Communist 
state.

HERE IN AMERICA, howev er, 
we hav e a sp ecial situ ation. The 
motor car has been ou tbreed ing 
p eop le. 
The hu man p op u lation in the 
United States, accord ing to one 
recent estimate, is growing at the 
rate of 2,000,000 or more a y ear, 
with some 300 p otential v oters 
being born ev ery 13 second s. 


BUT THIS IS A wid e 
op en 
cou ntry still, with p lenty of food 
and sp ace, and there is more 
than enou gh room y et for mil­ 
lions of Americans still u nborn. 


The same isn’t tru e of the mo­ 
tor car. In recent y ears the au ­ 
tomobile here 
has 
been 
ou t- 
breed ing p eop le two to one. Bu t 
the threat of a slowing d own in 
its birth rate is u p on u s. 
Nearly 3,500,000 cars alread y 
hav e been d eliv ered so far this 
y ear althou gh not all to cu s­ 
tomers, and the head of General 
Motors is q u oted as being hop e­ 
fu l the market will absorb 5,500,- 
000 by the end of 1953.

A FELLOW bu y s a new car 
and then goes to his p sy chiatrist 
and say s, “Doc, help me find a 
garage—and I think I’ll be able 
to face life again.” 
Ou r civ ilization is nearing the 
p oint where, the road s being so 
jammed and p arking p laces so 
few, the only thing left for a 
motorist to d o is jack his car u p 
and d rop by ev ery other Satu r­ 
d ay and p olish it for fu n. If he 
mov es it, he may not find an­ 
other p lace to p ark it again 
u ntil a neighbor d ies, and the 
wid ow au ctions off his garage 
sp ace. Ev en then he may hav e to 
bu y his late neighbor’s car to get 
it. 


THE BIRTH RATES of motor 
cars and babies are closely tied 
together in America, as a family 
that wants one u su ally wants the 
Qther. 
So if we want more Americans, 
we hav e to d o something to keep 
the au to ind u stry hap p ily sp awn­ 
ing. 
Bu t what? 
My theory is that we will hav e 
to change ou r habits. Tod ay we 
all go to work at the same time, 
come home at the same time, 
take the same d ay s off, shop in 
the same hou rs, v acation in the 
same months, try to go to the 
same beaches on the same week­ 
end s. 
This wou ld be all right if we 
walked . Bu t we rid e. And the 
road s ca n’t take the traffic any ­ 
more—a nd it is d ou btfu l wheth­ 
er wre ca n bu ild road s that will. 
The simp lest thing is for p eo­ 
p le 
to stagger their working 
hou rs, stagger their d ay s off, 
stagger their shop p ing and v a­ 
cation 
p eriod s, 
stagger* their 
trip s to the beach—ev en thou gh 
sp me mu st swim by moonlight. 
We d on t crowd each other is 


SUCH A POSTURE of non­ 
interv ention in the immed iate 
d ay to d ay flu x of ev ents is, I 
believ e, the fou nd ation of a good 
p olicy . We shou ld av oid any ap ­ 
p earance of hav ing p icked ou r 
fav orite su bv ersiv es within the 
Sov iet emp ire. For the chances 
are that we shall p ick the wrong 
fav orite, and if we hap p en to 
p ick a good one, the v ery fact 
that America had p icked him 
wou ld enable his enemies to ru in 
him. 
There is, howev er, 
an 
ev en 
weightier consid eration than this, 
and one, I wou ld contend , w’hich 
p rov id es the tru e p ostu late of an 
effectiv e 
p olicy . 
Not 
knowing 
who is who and what he stand s 
for in the USSR tod ay , we mu st 
ask ou rselv es what kind of man 
wou ld he be who was at once 
willing, 
resolu te 
and 
strong 
enou gh to p articip ate in a mov e­ 
ment to liq u id ate the Stalinist 


ty ranny and the Bolshev ist con­ 
sp iracy . Manifestly that is no 
work for weaklings, bu t for tou gh, 
p rou d , brav e, 
and 
formid able 
men able to d raw u p on the re­ 
serv es of p ower in the Ru ssian 
p eop le. It is, I think, ev id ent 
enou gh what kind of men they 
wou ld hav e to be. They wou ld 
hav e to be the same kind of men 
who sav ed Ru ssia from Hitler by 
tu rning the war, which was al­ 
most lost by the Commu nist re­ 
gime, into a 
p atriotic Ru ssian 
war. 


IF AND WHEN the Bolshev ik 
regime is rad ically altered , it is 
almost likely to be becau se there 
is a p atriotic national d emand 
that cannot be resisted . Now a 
nationalist 
mov ement 
of 
this 
kind , if it*is strong enou gh to 
liq u id ate the mighty ty ranny of 
the Bolshev ik regime, 
will 
be 
mu ch too strong to sacrifice 
whatev er it d eems to be the n a - ^ 
tional interests of Ru ssia. The 
national mov ement is 
as 
y et 
q u ite anony mou s so far as we 
know and it shou ld remain anon- 
d id get 
p olicy 
shou ld be ad d ressed . It is not 
ou r bu siness, and in any ev ent 
it is q u ite bey ond ou r p ower, to 
bring abou t the ov erthrow of the 
Bolshev ist regime. 


Ou r bu siness is to see to it 
that we and ou r allies take a 
p osition abou t ou r relations with 
the Ru ssian state 
and 
nation 
that Ru ssian p atriots will recog­ 
nize and resp ect. If we d o that, 
they mu st d o the rest. They , and 
not we, mu st d o ev ery thing, that 
is to say , that is to be d one in­ 
sid e the USSR. 


IF THIS IS CORRECT, then 
the p rincip le of ou r 
p olicy 
is 
clear. It is t o remov e any imp li­ 
cation that once again ou r terms 
are u ncond itional su rrend er: to 
d istingu ish clearly between the 
Stalinist regime and the Ru ssian 
nation, to treat the one as an 
u gly , intolerable 
and transient 
p hase and to recognize the other 
as rep resenting the end u ring and 
of v ital national interest of Ru s­ 
sia. We shou ld make it p lain 
that the Ru ssian p eop le will not 
hav e to sacrifice, w’ill not p u t 
in jeop ard y , their legitimate na­ 
tional interests if they liq u id ate 
the Bolshev ist sy stem, and agree 
to withd raw their armies from 
Eastern Eu rop e. 


This 
I take it, was 
what 
Chu rchill was working toward in 
his hint that a new “Locarno” 
might be negotiated . 
The 
es­ 
sence of Locarno, ap art from the 
actu al treaty which is irrelev ant 
tod ay , is the id ea of a two-way 
gu arantee 
against 
aggression. 
Ru ssian nationalists, we mu st 
not forget will still be Ru ssian. 
Long before there was a Com­ 
mu nist regime 
Ru ssians 
were 
concerned with Germany , with 
Poland , with the Mid d le East, 
with China and with Jap an. 


|F WE ARE WISE, we shall 
encou rage the national mov e­ 
ment by acknowled ging the 
le­ 
gitimate Ru ssian interest in se­ 
cu rity and in access to the 
world ’s markets. And in d oing 
this we may ev en be taking a 
u sefu l 
p recau tion 
against 
the 
ev entu ality , which is not to be 
ru led ou t, that the su ccession to 
Stalinism 
might 
be 
military 
Bonap arte-ism. For if the re­ 
gime is liq u id ated by national­ 
ists, ex asp eration not only with 
the Bolshev iks bu t conv inced of 
the hostility of the foreign world 
as well, a military d ictatorship 
engaging in foreign ad v entu res 
is not at all inconceiv able.

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Russia Offers Germany 


Food, Strings Attached 


BERLIN (/P) — Sov iet Ru ssia 
cou ntered America’s food offer to 
East Germany today with the 
promise of 57 % million dollars in 
ex tra v ictu als and cotton for the 
hu ng ry satellite — bu t it was a 
trade — not ajd — proposition pay ­ 
able in m anu factu red g oods. 
The Ru ssian ag reement, an ex ­ 
tension of a prev iou s East G er­ 
man-Sov iet trade deal, was made 
pu blic ju st one day after President 
Eisenhower renewed a 10-day old 
U.S. offer to send 15 million dol­ 
lars worth of American food to 
Germany ’s Sov iet zone with no 
string s attached. 
The East German Commu nist 
g ov ernment and Sov iet Foreig n 
Minister V. M. Molotov had ang rily 
rejected the American offer as a 
"propag anda maneu v er” and said 
the East Germans didn’t need food 
relief. 
MORE COTTON 
The Commu nists annou nced the 
stepped-u p Ru ssian s h i p m e n t s 
w’ou ld inclu de 1.000 more tons of 
cotton and 82,000 more tons of 
foodstu ffs—27 ,000 tons of bu tter, 
8.500 tons of fats, 10,000 tons of 
v eg etable oil, 15,000 tons of seed 
oils, 20,000 tons of m eat and 1,500 
tons of cheese. 
Under the East German g ov ern­ 
m ent’s trade treaty w'ith Moscow, 
annou nced in April, g rain was the 
only food item Ru ssia su pplied the 


hu ng ry satellite. That was before 
the Ju ne 17 East Berlin riots fol­ 
lowed by slowdowns in East Ger­ 
man indu stry as workers demand­ 
ed more food and better working 
conditions. 
Today ’s annou ncement of the 
Ru ssian food offer also admitted 
the East German g ov ernment had 
been forced to call on Moscow for 
help "sev eral times” to ease food 
shortag es. 


The White Hou se said last week 
th at the 
American 
offer "still 
stands reg ardless of any Sov iet 
rejection of th at offer or any 
Sov iet alleg ation th at the people 
do not need food.” 
The United States went ahead 
shipping the food to Germany . 
Eisenhower wrote West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenau er th at 
the U. S. offer "was motiv ated 
solely by hu m anitarian impu lses 
and th at the food is av ailable if 
th at g ov ernment wishes to permit 
its entry into the Sov iet zone of 
occu pation.” 
The orig inal Sov iet-East Ger­ 
man trade deal called for Ru ssia 
to su pply 225 million dollars w’orth 
of g rains, cotton, wool, ferrou s and 
nonferrou s 
minerals,

Due Early Sunday Morning

I f you stay up or get up in the 
wee morning hours of Sunday. 
July 
26, 
you 
may 
see 
one

nature’s great show's—a disappear­ 
ing a ct put on by the moon. 
At precisely 3:32 a.m. (if the sky 
in the west is clear) you will be 
able to see the ea rth ’s shadow 
on the fa ce of the full moon. 
W eather 
conditions 
permitting 
this event will be visible through­ 
out the bay area. 


Leon E. Salanave, lecturer in 
astronomy a t the Morrison Pla ne­ 
tarium , 
California 
Academy 
of 
Sciences, points out th a t lunar 
eclipses can be viewed rather fre­ 
quently, but each one of them 
offers something worth watching 
for. This tim e the total phase of 
the eclipse, the period when the 
moon is entirely within the ea rth’s 
shadow cone, will occur during 
morning twilight here. 


MOON AT MIDWAY 
At 5:21 a.m. the moon will be 
midw'ay in its 3. hour and 37 m in­ 
ute flight through our shadow. 
During the total phase it should 
be faintly visible as a dull red 
ball of light hanging low in a 
deep blue sky. The reddish tinge 
is caused by sunlight bent and 
scattered onto the moon by the 
earth's atmosphere, Salanave ex­ 
plains. He also suggests tha t, in 
view of the likelihood of morning 
fog on the coast and at low eleva­ 
tions inland, hardy stargazers wTill 
find it worthwhile to get up on 
some m ountain with a clear view' 
to the west. 


MT. TAM GOOD 
Tops of Mt. Tam alpais and Mt. 
Diablo should provide spectacular 
viewing. 
According to Salanave the year 
1953 is fairly typical eclipsewise. 
There was a total eclipse of the 
moon Jonuary 29. Only the final 
stage of 
its partial 
phase 
was 
visible here, however. 
P a r t i a l 
eclipses of the sun have taken 
place on February 14 and July 11. 
Another will occur on August 9. 
The first two were seen in eastern 
Asia and the Arctic, respectively, 
and the last will be seen around 
the southerly tip of South Ameri­ 
ca and the Antarctic.

Iowa, M innesota, Wisconsin, M ich­ 
igan. Ontario and Quebec, then 
moves la ter in the day through 
the Scandinavian countries. 


The story of eclipses is being

ows.” A special feature of each 
show is a preview of the eclipse 
tha t will occur July 26, in the real 
sky. During the last week of July 
the eclipse will be reviewed.
